Dear Judge Crotty: 

We write to update the Court regarding certain search warrant materials (collectively, the 
“Search Warrant Materials”) previously marked as “Confidential” under the protective order 
entered by the Court on September 18, 2017 (the “Protective Order”). 

As the Court is aware, on March 26, 2019, the defendant filed a letter asking the Court to 
determine that the Search Warrant Materials should not be treated as Confidential pursuant to the 
Protective Order. Dkt. 82. On April 2, 2019, the Government opposed that request because, 
among other reasons, disclosure of the Search Warrant Materials could impede ongoing 
investigations and impact national security. Dkt. 84. On April 15, 2019, the Court denied the 
defendant’s request (Dkt. 87), and on April 16, 2019, the Court denied the defendant’s motion for 
reconsideration (Dkt. 89). On April 17, 2019, the defendant filed a notice of appeal with the 
Second Circuit challenging the Court’s ruling. Dkt. 90. 
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Based on recent developments, which the Government will describe in a separate ex parte 
letter to the Court, the Government is de-designating the Search Warrant Materials as Confidential 
under the Protective Order and has reproduced them as such to the defendant.
